In  this  way  the  youngster  can 
develop  strengths  which  will  en- 
able him  to  adequately  face 
adulthood  and  its  problems.  If 
you  are  interested  in  this  pro- 
gram, please  contact  Kathy 
Slora  at  Box  903.

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We  Have  The  Power 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  unrest  on  many  of  the  major  col- 
lege campuses  today.  In  our  own  area  —  Harvard,  Northeast- 
ern, and  Boston  University  are  boycotting  classes  in  search  of 
increased  student  rights.  These  students  are  striving  to  make 
their  system  of  education  more  meaningful. 

The  same  thing  is  happening  on  our  own  campus.  There 
are  students  asking  for  more  rights  and  responsibilities  for  the 
rest  of  the  students.  They  are  working  hard,  but  at  the  same 
time  they  are  losing  ground.  Most  of  you,  I  am  sure,  have 
heard  of  the  Presidents'  18  Points  on  Student  Rights  and  the 
Presidents'  8  Points  on  Picketing.  Both  of  these  measures  are 
designed  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  administration  the  right 
to  control  our  Constitutional  freedoms. 

These  measures  are  strong,  but  apparently  those  in  power 
are  not  satisfied.  There  is  presently  a  bill  before  the  Massa- 
chusetts legislature  that  states  that  any  student  or  professor 
who  pickets,  demonstrates,  or  riots  on  a  Massachusett  state 
college  campus  shall  be  sentenced  to  five  years  in  prison  and/or 
a  $5000  fine.  This  bill  will  deprive  each  and  every  student 
and  professor  attending  a  state  college  of  his  Constitutional 
rights.  But  there  is  something  you  can  do.  This  bill  must  be 
defeated.  If  even  one-half  of  the  students  of  the  state  colleges 
wrote  letters  to  their  congressmn  explaining  their  feelings  on 
the  bill  it  would  certainly  have  a  strong  effect. 

We  can't  sit  back  any  longer  and  be  treated  like  chil- 
dren.   We  have  the  power  —  let's  use  it.
